However, none of 
th e firm’s main lines was knocked 
out.

age. 
Th at consisted of two lines 
to a Wash ingtonville road h ome. 
Th e wind tore loose th e usual 
quota of tree limbs in Salem. 
Heat Claims 20 Oh ioans 
Little relief from th e h eat in 
north ern and eastern Oh io was 
p romised today by th e weath er­ 
man. 
Ninety-degree - p lus temp era­ 
tures yesterday were attributed 
as th e cause for at least 12 death s. 
Th e state’s death toll from th e 
h eat for th e p ast week stands at 
2 0. 
Scattered sh owers and th und­ 
erstorms gave some areas tem­ 
p orary relief yesterday and more 
local sh owers were forecast for 
today. 
Cleveland and Cincinnati again 
were h ardest h it by th e contin­ 
uing h eat wave. Four p ersons in 
th e greater Cleveland area died 
yesterday from h eart ailments 
wh ich life squads said occurred 
because of th e h eat. 
In Cincinnati, five more p er-

Negotiations between Joh n L. 
Lewis’ UMW and th ree branch es 
of th e soft coal industry are al­ 
ready underway. 
Lewis, wh ose union includes 
400.000 bituminous diggers and 
80.000 h ard coal miners, p ut a 
th ree-day work week in effect for 
all soft coal miners east of th e 
Mississip p i starting th is week. 
His order, wh ich drew imme­ 
diate criticism from both congi es- 
sional and industry leaders, did 
not include th e h ard coal miners, 
h owever. 
Work Five Day Week 
In th e anth racite fields a five 
day work week is in effect th is 
week after th e Pennsylvania an­ 
th racite committee set th e week­ 
ly p roduction quota at 1,207 ,000 
tons. 
Wh ile th e bituminous industry 
is divided into th ree negotiating 
group s — steel-owned 
cap tive 
mines, south ern op erators and 
coal men of th e north and west— 
th e anth racite industry sp eaks as 
a unit. 
One of th e p rime reasons for 
Lewis’ sh ortened work week or­ 
der was believed to be th e rec­ 
ord soft coal stockp ile now above 
ground. Lewis h imself said th e 
move was aimed at “stabilizing” 
th e industry, reducing current 
h eavy p roduction to meet 
th e 
small demand. 
A smaller coal reserve would, 
o f necessity, enh ance Lewis’ d o - 
sition in th e soft coal wage nego­ 
tiations. 
Th e h ard 
coal 
situation in­ 
cludes a similar h eavy sfbek- 
p ile but differs in th at th e Penn­ 
sylvania anth racite committee— 
comp osed of union, op erator and 
state rep resentatives — sets th e 
p roduction quqta.

Mo nda y Eco no mic Messa g e 
Ex pected To Be Built 
Alo ng Ja nua ry Fo rm

WASHINGTON, July 7—(AP) 
—President 
Truman’s 
anti-de­ 
p ression p rogram, due to reach 
congress in h is midyear economic 
rep ort Monday, will be built on 
p rop osals h e made in January, 
officials p rqjiicted today. 
Th ey include federal loans to 
industry for exp ansion, drafting 
of a “fully formulated” set of 
p ublic works p lans, p rop s for 
farm living standards, and broad­ 
er coverage and bigger p ayments 
under th e social security and 
jobless p ay p rograms. 
Th ese were among th e “revers­ 
ible” features of th e stabilization 
p lan Truman submitted to th e 
new congress six month s ago. 
Th ey were obscured at th e time 
by 
th e 
“anti-inflation” 
p rice, 
wage 
and 
allocation 
controls 
sough t simultaneously. 
Agree On Message 
Government officials as well as 
legislators wh o h ave talked eco­ 
nomics with Truman in recent 
weeks agreed in th eir p rivate 
forecasts on th e p residential mes­ 
sage, th at th ese measures will be 
th e framework of th e new p ro­ 
gram. Th ere may, of course, be 
oth er ones or new twists to th e 
basic p rop osals. 
But on th e $4,000,000,000 ques­ 
tion th ey declined to make p re­ 
dictions: Will Truman insist on 
h is January demand for th at 
much tax increase, desp ite th e lag 
in business? 
Rep . McCormack of Massa­ 
ch usetts, th e House Democratic 
leader, said in a radio (CBS) dis­ 
cussion last nigh t th at, “in all 
frankness, I cannot see a tax bill 
going th rough th is year.” 
It was th e first time a top ad­ 
ministration leader h as made such 
an outrigh t statement. Even so, 
McCormack did not say wh eth er 
Truman h imself h ad abandoned 
th e idea of a tax boost. 
Th e President’s council of eco­ 
nomic advisers is known to h ave 
told Truman weeks ago th at it 
favors a “lesser goal” for tax in­ 
creases. Some advisers fear th at 
a determined drive for h igh er 
taxes would frigh ten business in­ 
to furth er retrench ment. 
Would OK “Red Ink” 
On th e oth er h and, to drop th e 
request for h igh er taxes entirely 
would amount to p utting a p resi­ 
dential okay on red-ink financ­ 
ing, in view of th e treasury’s re­ 
p ort one week ago of a $1,800,- 
000,000 deficit in th e fiscal year 
wh ich ended June 30. 
Few officials would p redict th at 
Truman will abandon h is p ro­ 
p osal for tax-boosting; h e migh t 
soften it, th ey said. And h e al­ 
ready h as stated—in th e January 
rep ort — th at some excise taxes 
“sh ould be rep ealed.” 
Th ey exp ected a renewed call 
for a raise in th e minimum wage 
from 40 cents an h our to 75 cents. 
It is considered likely too th at 
Truman will take note of th e 
p assage of th e h ousing legislation

th ey were wh en th e war ended,” 
h e said. “I don’t th ii^k th ey will 
get anywh ere until .th ey ch ange 
th eir Socialist government.” 
Senator Tydings (D-Md) came 
up with a suggestion. He said th at 
if th e British would exp ort some 
of th eir p op ulation to Canada, 
South Africa, Australia and oth er 
areas, th ose wh o 
remained at 
h ome migh t come closer to sup ­ 
p orting th emselves.

h igh er emp loyment costs.” 
JL—Pen sio n s:

sented to th e board of concilia­ 
tion and arbitration for decision.” 
Th e corp oration h as insisted only 
rates of p ay and insurance could 
be discussed th is year. 
3.—Insurance: “Th e comp anies 
(six U. S. 
Steel subsidiaries) 
continue willing to arrange for 
insurance benefits but only on th e 
exp ress understanding th at th e 
cost of such insurance sh all be 
divided equally 
between th e 
comp anies and th e p articip ating 
emp loyes.” 
Fairless Sp eaks 
Benjamin F. Fairless, p resident 
of U. S. Steel, said in New York 
th at “with business now receding 
in almost every industry across 
th e land, noth ing could be more 
damaging to th e economy of th e 
nation th an generally to increase 
labor costs at th is time.” 
Murray ch arged th e steel cor­ 
p oration with “negating” collec­ 
tive bargaining and with ignor­ 
ing its contractual and legal ob­ 
ligations to bargain collectively 
on p ensions. Murray said th e 
conciliation and arbitration board 
referred to by U. S. Steel is no 
longer in existence. He said its 
ch airman was disch arged by th e 
corp oration “some two month s 
ago.”

The disease is most prev ­ 
alent in the sections of the cou nty 
hav ing heav y cattle popu lation. 
The cattle testing program m 
the cou nty is sponsored by the 
cou nty dairy men’s cou ncil made 
u p of representativ es of all dairy 
organizations and grou ps in the 
cou nty % The first area test began 
in 1948 and is abou t completed.

Liming Pay s 
Ex periments in Ohio ov er a 
period of y ears show that a $1.00 
¡worth of liming materials pro 
du ces from $2.00 to $8 .00 in ex tra 
crop according to Earl Jones, ex ­ 
tension agronomist at Ohio State 
u niv ersity . The larger retu rns 
! were obt a i ne d where enou gh 
limestone was u sed. Liming is 
the backbone of any su ccessfu l 
sy stem of soil management in 
Colu mbiana cou nty according to 
Jones. 
Tests show that after the hay 
harv est liming materials can be 
satisfactorily u sed on meadows 
that are to be plowed the nex t 
spring. The fine du st in the lim­ 


ing material will neu tralize the 
su rface lay er of the soil it tou ches 
and thu s a great amou nt of neu ­ 
tralization is accomplished before 
the field is plowed. Jones states 
that farmers wou ld be wise to 
u se it on the meadows that are 
to be plowed the nex t spring. 


'K ill Weev il In Granaries 
Now is the time to kill grain 
weev il in granaries according to 
T. H. Parks, ex tension entomolo­ 
gists at 
Ohio State u niv ersity . 
When the grain bins are empty 
the bins shou ld be thorou ghly 
cleaned ou t and the walls and 
floor spray ed with 5 % DDT emu l­ 
sion. More granaries are infested 
with weev il since u se of the 
combine in h a r v e s t i n g wheat 
than in prev iou s y ears du e to the 
moistu re in the wheat when 
stored, Mr. Parks say s.

DEFIANCE, July 7—(AP) — Do 
you call your paren ts “Paw an d 
Maw”? 
Is a hog a “hawg” in your lan g­ 
uage? 
If your an swer is yes, you in ­ 
dicate your speech has its roots 
in southern Ohio an d Pen n syl­ 
van ia, rather than in the Yan kee 
east. 
Such is the con ten tion of Dr. 
Haven I. McDavid, a lan guage ex ­ 
pert of the Un iversity of Illin ois. 
He has just completed a survey 
of characteristics of speech of 
life-lon g residen ts of this area. 
He also surveyed Perrysburg an d 
is con tin uin g his study in other 
mid-west section s. Thirty com­ 
mun ities of Ohio are in cluded in 
the study he an d others are mak­ 
in g. 
His fin din gs, alon g with those 
of other in vestigators, 
will 
be 
published even tually in a lin guis­ 
tic atlas of Un ited States an d 
Can ada. 
Spon sor of the project is the 
American Coun cil of Learn ed So­ 
cieties. 
The work in Ohio is 
spon sored by 
un iversity an d the Ohio State 
Archaeological an d Historical so­ 
ciety. 
Dr. McDavid said this section 
of the Maumee 
ially 
worthy of 
lin guistic re­ 
search, because this was a real 
tran sition area between differen t 
curren ts of migration an d com­ 
mun ication . 
Here, he said, the Miami an d 
Erie can al established n orth an d 
south commun ication , crossin g the 
n atural east-west migration lin es 
even before much of the old 
“black swamp” was cleared of 
forest an d drain ed for farm set­ 
tlemen t. 
Dr. McDavid men tion ed some 
of the Pen n sylvan ia an d Ohio 
valley terms bein g used here. In ­ 
stead of the Yan kee derivatives 


that might have been ex pected 
are: “Doodle” for haycock; “quar­ 
ter till” 8 (in stead of quarter of); 
“fishworms” 
for 
“crawdad” in stead 
let” for fryin g pan or spider; 
“hull” of a waln ut in stead of 
shuck; “jacket” in stead of vest. 
Then there is the familiar in ­ 
sect ,the Dragon fly. Aroun d De­

tract demands. 
The CIO has anno unced it plans 
to make the repo rt public. 
Nathan, fo rmer War Pro ductio n 
bo ard eco no mist, no w heads a 
priv ate research o rganizatio n. In 
194 6 he made an eco no mic surv ey 
fo r the CIO and specifically fo r 
Philip Murray ’s U n i t e d Steel­ 
wo rkers, which became a matter 
o f c o n t r o v e r s y in 194 7 wage 
nego tiatio ns. 
A majo r po int in Natran’s De­ 
cember, 194 6 , repo rt was .a co n 
tentio n that b u s i n e s s pro fite 
wo uld permit a 25 percent in­ 
crease in wages witho ut an in­ 
crease in prices.
